Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  Heanor  Urban  District  for  the  year  1952. 

Population  and  Birth  Rate. 

The  mid-year  estimate  of  population  made  by  the  Registrar- 
General  was  24,220,  this  being  130  below  that  of  the  preceding 
year.  It  is  almost  certain  that  this  decline  in  population  will 
continue  slowly  at  first,  but  in  time,  will  gather  momentum. 
The  birth-rate  was  14.61,  compared  with  16.59  in  1951.  There 
were  354  births  (180  males,  174  females),  compared  with  404  in 
1951. 

Causes  of  Death  and  Death  Rate. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  are  set  out  in  Table  3.  Diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  caused  42  per  cent,  of  the  total,  and 
malignant  disease  22  per  cent.  Five  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of 
the  lung  and  bronchus.  Ten  deaths  were  due  to  accidental  causes  ; 
three  of  these  were  motor  vehicle  accidents.  The  death-rate  was 
8.67  per  1,000  compared  with  10.43  in  1951. 
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Infantile  Death  Rate. 

For  the  year  under  review  this  was  31.07  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  32.17  for  1951.  The  rate  for  1952  is  satisfactory, 
for  although  it  is  slightly  above  that  for  England  and  Wales  or 
the  160  smaller  towns,  it  is  below  that  of  the  160  County  Boroughs 
and  great  towns  including  London.  Table  I. 

The  death-rate  from  puerperal  causes  was  2.72  per  1,000 
total  births,  live  and  still.  Table  2. 

The  puerperal  pyrexia  notification  rate  was  10.89  per  1,000 
births  compared  with  17.87  for  England  and  Wales.  Table  2. 

Prevalence  and  Control  over  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  1952 
was  296,  compared  with  1,064  in  1951.  Measles  accounted  for 
1 14,  scarlet  fever  for  76,  and  whooping  cough  for  55  cases.  There 
were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  enteric  fever,  or  smallpox  during  the 
year.  Table  4. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year,  thirty-one  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  (ninteen  males,  twelve  females)  were  notified, 
this  being  an  increase  of  ninteen  compared  with  1951.  Three  new 
cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1952, 
compared  with  four  cases  in  1951.  There  were  four  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  this  being  the  same  number  as  in  1951. 

In  the  early  part  of  October,  my  attention  was  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  period  March-September,  three  cases  of  tuber- 
culous meningitis  and  one  case  of  tuberculous  pleurisy  with 
effusion  had  been  notified  in  children  attending  Commonside 
Infants’  School,  and  it  was  decided  to  call  in  the  Medical  Director 
of  the  Nottingham  Area  No.  2 Mass  Radiography  Unit,  as  well  as 
the  County  Chest  Physician,  Dr.  C.  Kingston,  in  order  to  trace 
the  obvious  common  source  of  infection. 

During  the  period  17th  November-3rd  December,  a total  of 
1,489  school  children  and  1,731  members  of  the  general  public 
were  X-rayed,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying 
tables  supplied  by  Dr.  W.  Guthrie.  The  following  remarks  are 
largely  taken  from  his  report  to  me  dated  the  19th  December, 
1952.  At  Commonside  School,  one  member  of  the  staff  was  found 
to  be  suffering  from  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  was 
immediately  transferred  to  hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment. 
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I am  certain  that  this  unfortunate  person  was  totally  unaware  of  her 
real  condition,  and  that  no  blame  is  to  be  attached  to  her.  But 
it  will  be  observed  that  42.96  per  cent,  of  the  children  and  69.38 
per  cent,  of  the  children  in  one  class  were  Mantoux  positive. 

This  survey  was  different  in  many  respects  from  last  year. 
Last  year  the  general  public,  factory  workers,  and  school  children 
of  fourteen  years  of  age  and  over,  were  X-rayed  by  appointment 
only.  This  year  all  the  X-ray  sessions  were  open  ones  for  the 
general  public,  and  only  school  children  under  fourteen  years  of 
age  at  Commonside,  and  certain  other  schools  to  which  children 
from  Commonside  normally  went,  were  X-rayed  because  cases  of 
tuberculosis  had  already  been  found  in  some  of  the  pupils  (three 
cases  of  tuberculous  meningitis  and  one  case  of  tuberculous 
pleurisy)  and  one  of  the  staff  at  Commonside.  During  the  survey, 
appointments  were  not  issued  to  factory  employees.  It  is,  therefore, 
difficult  to  compare  this  survey  with  last  year’s,  but  an  attempt 
has  been  made  by  comparing  last  year’s  survey  with  the  number 
of  examinees  aged  fourteen  years  of  age  and  over  who  were 
X-rayed  this  time.  If  this  is  done,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  response 
this  time  at  Heanor  was  much  the  same  as  the  response  last  year. 
As  usual  the  response  on  the  part  of  the  school  children  was  good, 
being  on  an  average  about  90  per  cent.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note 
that  25  per  cent,  of  the  general  public  who  were  X-rayed  this  time 
were  X-rayed  last  year. 

In  the  group  fourteen  years  of  age  and  over,  three  cases  of 
active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered,  this  being  an 
incidence  of  0.14  per  cent.  Last  year  the  incidence  was  0.05  per 
cent.,  but  0.14  per  cent,  is  no  higher  than  the  average  incidence 
for  this  type  of  survey.  Seven  cases  of  observation  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  discovered,  this  being  an  incidence  of  0.32  per 
cent.  This  also  is  higher  than  last  year  which  was  0.25  per  cent, 
but  again  is  not  higher  than  the  average  incidence  for  this  type 
of  survey.  Three  of  these  cases  of  observation  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis were  X-rayed  last  year  when  their  X-rays  were  normal. 
This  shows  the  value  of  periodic  X-ray.  All  the  cases  of  active  and 
observation  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  referred  to  the  Chest 
Physician  for  treatment  or  further  investigation.  Six  cases  of  in- 
active pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered.  The  incidence  of 
this  form  of  tuberculosis  is  not  given,  as  some  cases  diagnosed  on 
the  X-ray  film  alone  are  not  included  in  the  statistics.  All  these 
are  healed  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  no  further  action 
was  necessary  in  their  case. 
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As  regards  the  school  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age, 
ten  cases  of  observation  primary  tuberculosis  were  discovered. 
Eight  of  these  were  girls,  and  all  came  from  Commonside  School. 
In  addition,  three  cases  of  tuberculous  meningitis  had  been  found 
previously  and  treated  in  hospital  and  also  one  girl  with  acute 
tuberculous  pleurisy.  One  boy  came  from  Mundy  Street  School, 
who  up  to  July  had  been  at  Commonside  School.  The  other  boy 
was  thirteen  years  of  age  and  came  from  Loscoe  Road  School.  All 
these  cases  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Physician  and  were  put 
under  Dispensary  supervision  by  him.  Subsequently  eight  of  these 
cases  were  admitted  to  Draycott  Isolation  Hospital.  All  did  well 
and  were  discharged,  cured.  Dr.  Guthrie  was  of  the  opinion, 
and  Dr.  Kingston  concurred  that  all  these  Commonside  cases 
must  have  been  infected  from  a common  source  and  so  it  turned 
out.  It  must  be  remembered  that  normally  in  children  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  only  an  occasional  case  of  primary  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  (requiring  observation)  is  found.  The  incidence 
discovered  at  Commonside  must  be  regarded  as  being  very  high 
indeed.  Incidentally  all  these  cases  were  Mantoux  positive. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Council 
regarding  the  protection  of  organised  groups  of  children  against 
risks  of  infection  by  adults  were,  inter  alia,  that  : — 

Persons  whose  employment  brings  them  into  close  contact 
with  groups  of  children  should  have  an  X-ray  of  the  chest 
annually.  This  is  done  in  the  case  of  staffs  of  day  nurseries 
and  it  would  appear  to  be  equally  necessary  in  the  case  of 
staffs  of  infant  and  other  schools.

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  the  eight  Absentees  recorded 
above  to  be  Mantoux  tested  at  an  early  date. 

All  Mantoux  Positive  children  from  Commonside  (except 
those  in  hospital  or  under  Clinic  supervision)  will  be  X-rayed 
early  in  March,  1953. 
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Diphtheria. 

No  cases  were  notified.  The  last  confirmed  case  was  notified 
on  13th  November,  1946,  and  the  last  recorded  death  was  on  the 
3rd  March,  1946.  This  is  a striking  testimony  to  the  effectiveness 
of  mass  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  but  if  we  are  to  remain 
free  from  this  scourge,  it  is  vitally  necessary  that  the  percentage 
of  the  under  fives  immunised  should  not  fall  below  75  per  cent. 
In  1951,  377  cases  were  immunised,  but  in  1952  the  figure  fell  to 
277,  this  being  a drop  in  numbers  not  accounted  for  by  the  re- 
duction in  births.

Smallpox. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Seventy-six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  this  being 
a notification  rate  of  3.13  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared 
with  1.53  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales.  Table  2.  Eighteen 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
appeared  to  be  ordinary  cases  of  non-specific  gastro-enteritis 
not  requiring  special  investigation.  None  was  removed  to  hospital. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Four  cases  were  notified.  One  was  removed  to  hospital.  One 
death  arose  from  childbirth,  and  the  maternal  mortality  rate  was 
2.72  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Table  2. 

Pneumonia. 

Thirty-five  cases  were  notified.  The  notification  rate  was 
1.44  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Table  2.  No  records  of  the 
number  removed  to  hospital  are  available. 

Measles. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  cases  were  notified.  No  deaths 
occurred.  The  notification  rate  was  4.70  per  1,000,  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  being  8.86.  Table  2. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Fifty-five  cases  were  notified.  No  deaths  occurred.  The 
notification  rate  was  2.27  per  1,000,  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  being  2.61.  The  number  removed  to  hospital  is  not  known, 
but  as  a preventive  measure  is  not  encouraged.  As  regards  control, 
a small  beginning  has  been  made  by  giving  combined  diphtheria 
and  pertussis  prophylactic,  as  an  efficient  vaccine  for  whooping 
cough  is  now  available.  The  best  results  are  obtained  by  giving 
three  injections  at  monthly  intervals,  and  mothers  who  bring  their 
children  up  for  immunisation  almost  invariably  request  for  the 
combined  prophylactic  against  diphtheria  and  pertussis  to  be 
given.  My  own  clinical  experience  is  that  even  if  the  pertussis 
vaccine  is  not  100  per  cent,  effective,  it  does  modify  the  severity  of 
the  attack  considerably,  and  the  mothers  are  beginning  to  know 
this.  So  far  we  have  not  proceeded  long  enough  to  assess  results, 
but  the  effort  to  diminish  the  incidence  as  well  as  the  severity  of 
the  attack  is  worth  while. 

Erysipelas. 

Six  cases  were  notified.  None  was  removed  to  hospital. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

One  case  was  notified  and  treated  in  hospital. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

No  case  was  notified. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  is  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality, 
but  owing  to  mining  subsidence  a considerable  amount  of  water 
runs  to  waste,  and  occasionally  the  bacteriological  analyses  show 
evidence  of  faecal  pollution.  On  two  or  three  occasions  in  the 
past,  small  amounts  of  lead  have  been  found. 

The  fluorine  content  of  the  water  varies  from  1.0  to  1.5 
parts  per  million,  but  so  far  only  very  few  estimations  have  been 
done.  More  recently  it  has  been  decided  to  estimate  the  fluorine 
content  at  two-monthly  intervals. 


SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  only  additions  and  extensions  during  1952  have  been  to 
new  housing  sites.  The  whole  system  is  in  very  bad  shape  through 
damage  by  mining  subsidence,  and  stands  in  urgent  need  of  repair 
and  overhaul  which  will  involve  the  district  in  very  heavy  capital 
expenditure.  Especially,  the  works  at  Crosshill  are  outmoded  and 
incapable  of  taking  the  load  and  dealing  with  it  efficiently. 


NEW  LEGISLATION. 

No  new  legislation  was  adopted  during  the  year. 


CONCLUSION. 

The  public  health  during  1952  has  been  good  on  the  whole. 
With  the  exception  of  the  unfortunate  outbreak  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  at  Commonside  School,  there  have  been  no  serious 
outbreaks  of  notifiable  infectious  disease.  The  results  of  the  X-ray 
survey  done  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  have  proved  the  great 
value  of  this  measure  in  tracking  down  unsuspected  tuberculosis, 
and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  this  unit  to  pay  a visit 
yearly  and  go  over  all  the  schools  in  the  district.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  include  teaching  staffs  as  well  as  a con- 
siderable cross-section  of  the  general  public.  Now,  as  to  the 
flourine  content  of  the  water  supply  ; the  presence  of  1.0  to  1.5 
parts  per  million  is  regarded  as  well  within  safe  limits  for  a public 
supply,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  are  other  sources  of 
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this  element,  such  as  dusts,  arising  from  the  use  of  inferior  grades 
of  fuel  causing  atmospheric  pollution.  I am  of  the  opinion  that 
clinical  manifestations  of  bone  disease  such  as  osteoarthritis  of 
the  spine  and  other  parts  of  the  skeleton  which  is  associated  with 
fluorine,  are  on  the  increase  especially  in  those  native  to  this 
area  over  30  years  of  age.  The  symptoms  arising  therefrom  may  be 
of  a psychoneurotic  or  hysterical  nature,  but  the  underlying 
cause  is  certainly  not  neurotic. 

I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  depart- 
ment for  their  help  and  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year,  and 
also  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  courtesy  extended  towards 
me  personally  by  all  the  members  of  the  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 
HEANOR  URBAN  DISTRICT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1952. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Heanor  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1952,  this  being  my  fifth  report  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  under  review  detailed  inspections  of  all  food 
shops,  etc.,  and  public  houses  were  undertaken.  The  extent  and 
scope  of  this  v/ork  may  not  perhaps  be  fully  appreciated  when 
perusing  the  pages  of  this  report  but  a great  deal  of  time  and  cor- 
respondence has,  of  necessity,  been  devoted  to  this  vital  sphere. 
This,  however,  in  no  way  reduced  the  volume  or  importance  of 
other  routine  duties  undertaken  by  the  Department. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  visited  the  district  during 
the  year,  and  your  Health  Department  gave  all  possible  help  and 
co-operation  in  this  vital  work. 

The  visit  of  the  Unit  was  particularly  opportune  this  year 
since  it  arrived  shortly  after  the  existence  of  Tuberculosis  at 
Commonside  School  had  become  known. 

The  Pet  Animals  Act  came  into  operation  during  the  year 
and  the  only  pet  shop  in  the  district  was  licensed  for  this  purpose.

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HOUSING. 


Since  housing  is  of  major  importance  in  the  life  of  the  com- 
munity, it  is  only  fitting  that  each  year  mention  should  be  made  of 
this  subject  in  the  pages  of  the  annual  report. 

It  will  be  seen  that  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  houses 
were  inspected  during  the  year  under  review,  and  in  dealing  with 
these  the  many  difficulties  and  ramifications  of  the  housing  problem 
were  all  to  evident. 

It  is  true  to  say  that  whilst  these  difficulties — they  are  too 
well  known  to  be  repeated — inevitably  slowed  down  the  rate 
of  progress  in  obtaining  essential  repairs  to  houses,  the  rehousing 
of  families  from  condemned  property,  and  demolition  work,  etc. 
no  feeling  of  frustration  or  helplessness  should  be  allowed  to  curtail 
our  future  efforts. 

Slowly  but  surely  the  attack  on  bad  housing  conditions  con- 
tinues but  new  legislation  more  intimately  linked  with  present-day 
conditions  is  urgently  required  to  give  the  necessary  fillip  and 
stimulus  to  what  is  surely  one  of  our  major  social  problems. 

Throughout  the  year  those  houses  which  were  incapable  of 
repair  and  had  long  outlived  their  usefulness  were  dealt  with 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  No 
Clearance  Orders  are  in  operation  in  this  district,  nor  has  any 
action  been  taken  under  Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  to 
declare  any  area  to  be  a clearance  area. 

Sixteen  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  this  being 
the  highest  number  demolished  since  1939. 

In  some  districts  the  demolition  of  condemned  property  has 
been  considerably  hampered  by  the  high  cost  of  carrying  out 
such  work  ; since  owners  must  bear  the  cost  of  demolition  it  can 
readily  be  appreciated  that  they  defer  taking  any  action  as  long  as 
possible.  Fortunately  we  have  no  such  problem  in  this  district, 
for  the  services  of  a demolition  contractor  are  available  “free 
of  charge”  providing  the  contractor  can  have  all  materials  accruing 
from  the  demolition  work. 
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Section  72  (s.s.l.)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  empowers  a 
local  authority  to  provide  housing  accommodation — 

(a)  by  the  erection  of  houses  on  any  land  acquired  or  ap- 
propriated by  them  ; 

( b ) by  the  conversion  of  any  building  into  houses  ; 

(c)  by  acquiring  houses  suitable  for  the  purpose  ; 

(d)  by  altering,  enlarging,  repairing  or  improving  any 
houses  or  buildings  which  have,  or  an  estate  or  interest 
in  which  has,  been  acquired  by  the  local  authority. 

Also  by  virtue  of  s.s.2,  the  local  authority  may  alter,  enlarge, 
repair  or  improve  any  house  so  erected,  converted  or  acquired. 

I bring  this  section  of  the  Housing  Act  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council  because  I feel  that  serious  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  purchase  of  suitable  existing  houses.  By  this  means 
houses  structurally  sound  but  in  need  of  repair,  or  lacking  in 
modern  amenities,  could  be  made  to  provide  satisfactory  accom- 
modation. The  Council  has  the  power  to  fix  economic  rents, 
since  these  houses  when  purchased  would  virtually  be  “Council 
houses.’’ 

There  would  always  be  a demand  for  such  type  of  property 
since,  not  only  do  some  families  dislike  being  uprooted  from  the 
neighbourhood  in  which  they  have  dwelt  so  long,  but  also  the  rents 
would  be  more  in  keeping  with  what  they  could  really  afford  to 
pay. 

Every  local  authority  too  has  its  “problem  families.’’  These 
families,  whether  due  to  environmental  conditions  or  inherent 
traits,  seem  almost  incapable  of  raising  themselves  from  the  rut 
of  incompetence,  dirtyness,  and  untidyness,  into  which  they  have 
sunk. 

In  some  cases  with  the  removal  of  such  families  to  new  Council 
houses,  comes  a determined  effort  to  emulate  the  good  living 
conditions  of  their  next  door  neighbour  ; in  others,  no  such 
response  is  forthcoming  and  it  is  only  by  frequent  inspections, 
either  by  the  Housing  Manager  or  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  that 
conditions  are  prevented  from  deteriorating  to  a low  level. 


I would  suggest,  therefore,  that  with  advantage  such  families 
could  well  be  rehoused  in  the  reconditioned  houses  mentioned 
above,  and  at  the  same  time  told  that  if  they  consistently  kept 
their  houses  in  a satisfactory  condition  they  would  be  allocated  a 
new  Council  house  in  due  course. 


It  became  increasingly  obvious  during  the  year,  that  many 
owners  decided  to  seli  their  property  rather  than  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  notices  served  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936.  Fundamentally  the  static  condition  of  rents  is  the  reason 
why  many  owners  are  reluctant  to  spend  money  on  repair  work  ; 
and  this  state  of  affairs  will  continue  until  one  Government  or 
another  has  the  courage  to  introduce  new  rent  legislation — the 
building  of  new  houses  alone  will  not  solve  the  housing  problem. 


“Work  in  default”  has  this  year  assumed  larger  proportions 
than  ever  before,  and  the  following  is  a summary  of  work  under- 
taken by  the  Council’s  contractors  as  a result  of  failure  to  comply 
with  notices  served  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  : —

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COUNCIL  HOUSES. 


From  time  to  time  during  the  year  under  review,  discussion 
took  place  between  Mr.  Gascoyne,  your  Housing  Manager,  and 
myself,  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  properties  from  which  it  was 
proposed  to  rehouse  the  various  tenants.  Since  these  discussions 
were  held  well  in  advance  of  the  actual  rehousing,  it  afforded 
amply  opportunity  for  detailed  inspections  to  be  made  of  these 
houses  where  repair  work  or  more  stringent  action,  was  required, 
and  the  taking  of  appropriate  action  by  your  Health  Committee. 

Whilst  the  number  of  condemned  houses  still  occupied  has 
only  decreased  by  one  when  compared  with  last  year’s  figures, 
this  by  no  means  indicates  the  true  state  of  affairs,  since  further 
occupied  houses  were  condemned  during  the  year.  Altogether 
eight  families  were  rehoused  from  condemned  property  and  hence 
taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  eighty-two  Council  houses 
were  erected,  signifies  that  a real  serious  attempt  was  made  to 
tackle  the  problem. 


Certain  reorganisation  of  the  Housing  Manager’s  Depart- 
ment took  place,  the  duties  of  rent  collection  being  transferred 
from  the  Rating  Department  to  the  Housing  Department.

Fifty-five  visits  were  made  to  caravans,  the  majority  of  which 
were  used  in  connection  with  the  various  Fairs  held  in  the  district.

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  visited  as  soon  as  notification 
is  received  and  arrangements  are  made  for  the  patient’s  removal 
to  hospital  where  necessary. 

Where  a patient  is  isolated  at  home,  a notification  form 
stating  when  the  person  has  been  released  from  quarantine  is 
signed  by  the  Doctor  in  charge  of  the  case  and  returned  to  the 
Health  Department  ; on  receipt  of  this  form  terminal  disinfection 
is  undertaken,  generally  with  formaldehyde  fumigators. 
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All  library  books  are  removed  from  infected  premises  and 
disinfected  in  a suitable  chest  constructed  for  this  purpose. 

Disinfectant  is  issued  free  of  charge  during  the  patient’s 
illness.

Steam  Disinfector,  at  the  Disinfection  Station,  Fletcher  Street

Whilst  the  number  of  bug-infested  houses  treated  by  the 
Department  has  shown  a reduction  of  over  two-thirds  when 
compared  with  last  year’s  total,  I believe  that  there  is  little  room 
for  complacency  in  this  matter.

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New  sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  at  the  Sunnyside 
Working  Men’s  Club,  Heanor. 

In  regard  to  the  Mundy  Arms  Public  House,  Marlpool,  a 
Statutory  Notice  under  Section  89  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
was  served,  since  it  was  considered  that  (a)  the  accommodation 
provided  for  females  was  badly  sited  and  insufficient,  and  ( b ) the 
accommodation  provided  for  males  was  also  badly  sited  and  was 
structurally  unsatisfactory.  Excellent  accommodation  was  duly 
completed  during  the  month  of  September. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. — The  refuse  collection  service  func- 
tioned satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  and  generally  labour 
problems  have  been  less  acute  than  in  former  times.  Indeed,  it 
has  so  happened  that  former  employees  having  left  to  take  up 
better  paid  jobs,  returned  seeking  re-employment.  Is  this,  I 
wonder,  some  indication  that  perhaps  in  future  the  shortage  of 
labour  for  public  cleansing  work  will  steadily  diminish? 

As  a means  of  earning  a livelihood  the  public  cleansing  service 
appears  unattractive  to  the  right  type  of  man  and  the  name  of 
“dustman”  still  seems  to  carry  with  it  some  indefinable  stigma 
or  other.  How  often  has  one  heard  the  expression  “Oh,  he’s  only 
a dustman/’  spoken  in  such  a manner  as  to  indicate  that  reference 
was  being  made  to  some  lower  form  of  life.  Yet,  the  regular  and 
efficient  removal  of  household  refuse  is  essential  in  maintaining  a 
high  standard  of  environmental  hygiene,  and  the  dustman  is  the 
King-pin  of  such  a service, 

We  hear  much  now-a-days  of  hygiene  in  food  shops  ; hygiene 
in  the  handling  of  foodstuffs,  and  hence  in  some  measure  “to 
practice  what  we  preach,’*  not  a little  thought  was  given  to  how 
best  washing  facilities  could  be  provided  on  our  own  refuse  col- 
lection lorries,  since  most  of  the  employees  had  to  have  their 
dinners  out  on  the  district. 

In  the  past,  tablets  of  soap  were  distributed  once  each  month 
to  all  the  men  but  these  were  always  taken  home  and  remained 
there. 
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The  Health  Committee,  therefore,  decided  that  a Zalpon 
liquid  soap  dispenser  be  fitted  in  each  lorry,  together  with  the 
provision  of  towels  and  a galvanised  bucket.  It  is  perhaps  needless 
to  say  that  these  facilities  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
men. 


Throughout  the  year  under  review  the  practice  continued  of 
submitting  quarterly  reports  to  your  Health  Committee  in  regard 
to  sickness  among  employees  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service.  It 
is  opportune,  therefore,  at  this  juncture  to  extract  some  details 
from  these  reports.

The  total  amount  of  sickness  benefit  paid  for  the  year  1952, 
was  £2l7/4/4d.  as  compared  with  £l7l/0/4d.  for  the  year  1951, 
thus  giving  an  increase  of  some  27%.  Working  hours  lost  due  to 
sickness  totalled  2,106-^  hours,  and  98l|  hours  were  lost  due  to 
absenteeism  and  other  causes.  It  is,  however,  in  the  latter  category 
whence  the  most  startling  reduction  has  taken  place,  since  4,327 
hours  were  lost  in  the  year  1951.  The  percentage  decrease,  there- 
fore, in  absenteeism  and  other  causes,  sickness  excluded,  was 
some  77%.  This  then  more  than  counterbalances  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  hours  lost  due  to  sickness  and  hence  the  overall 
picture  presented  is  of  a more  satisfactory  nature  when  emphasis 
is  laid  on  the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  working  hours  lost  due 
to  all  causes  in  1952  was  3,098  hours,  as  compared  with  6,193-^ 
hours  for  the  year  1951. 

J 

The  gradual  reduction  in  the  number  of  hours  lost  due  to  all 
causes  commenced  in  1950  ; and  whilst  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the 
continued  downward  trend  over  succeeding  years,  it  is  still  a 
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matter  for  concern  that  over  6 per  cent,  of  the  possible  working 
hours  were  lost  during  1952. 

The  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  are  always  the 
most  critical  as  far  as  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  is  concerned, 
since  sickness  among  workmen  is  invariably  more  prevalent,  the 
weather  more  inclement,  and  the  refuse  both  heavier  and  greater 
in  quantity.  However,  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  the  average  number  of  men  absent  each  working 
day  was  2.06,  compared  with  3.76  for  1 95 i and  3.81  for  the  year 
1950. 

It  is  naturally  expected  that  during  the  summer  months  the 
number  of  absent  employees  should  be  at  a minimum.  During  the 
year  under  review,  however,  this  v/as  not  the  case  since  the  average 
number  of  men  absent  each  working  day  reached  the  record  low 
figure  of  0.81  during  the  months  of  October,  November  and  Dec- 
ember. Whether  or  not  this  can  be  attributable  to  the  beneficial 
results  of  the  summer  holidays  is  anybody’s  guess. 

With  regard  to  protective  clothing,  two  pairs  of  bib-and- 
brace  overalls  were  again  issued  to  each  employee,  at  a total  cost 
of  £60. 

The  system  of  refuse  collection  is  based  on  the  division  of  the 
district  into  three  areas  having  approximately  the  same  number 
of  premises.  A gang  of  five  men  together  with  lorry  (Dennis  7 
cubic  yards)  and  driver,  operates  in  each  of  the  areas.  I was  very 
interested  to  see  whilst  browsing  through  the  Department’s 
records,  that  the  number  of  men  employed  at  the  present  ticwe 
has  only  increased  by  one  since  1943,  yet  the  number  of  houses  has 
increased  by  727. 

A report  on  the  public  cleansing  activities  would  be  incomplete 
without  some  mention  of  that  mundane  yet  vitally  essential  article, 
the  dustbin.  Each  year  your  Health  Committee  give  earnest 
consideration  to  the  suggestion  that  the  provision  of  dustbins 
throughout  the  district,  should  be  by  means  of  a rate-borne 
charge  ; each  year  the  Committee  recommend  that  this  shall  be 
so  ; and  each  year  the  Council  decide  it  shall  NOT  be  so.  Truly 
am  I reminded  of  the  old  adage  that  one  can  lead  a horse  to  the 
water  but  cannot  make  him  drink. 
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Yet  hope,  it  is  said,  springs  eternal  in  the  human  breast,  so  I 
continue  to  hope  that  one  day  the  onerous  duty  of  obtaining 
dustbin  replacements  will  no  longer  take  up  a goodly  proportion 
of  the  Department’s  valuable  time. 


In  common  with  most  other  local  authorities  we  have  had  a 
“dustbin  case’’— notice  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  having  been  duly  served  on  the  Home  Brewery  Co.  Ltd., 
Daybrook,  to  provide  a dustbin  at  No.  141,  Codnor  Gate,  Codnor, 
and  the  Company  being  aggrieved  thereby,  appealed  to  the  Court. 


This  house  was  occupied  by  two  old  age  pensioners  who  had 
lived  there  for  thirty-nine  years  during  which  time  new  dustbins 
had  always  been  provided  by  the  Company.  The  latter  produced 
details  showing  that  they  had  had  a debit  balance  of  over  £105 
during  the  last  five  years  ; £1  10  alone  being  spent  on  repair  work 
during  1950. 


The  Justices  decided  that  the  Company’s  appeal  be  allowed. 
The  Home  Brewery  Co.,  however,  were  required  to  pay  the  costs 
of  the  case  since  in  the  opinion  of  the  Justices  they  should  have 
submitted  to  the  Council  full  details  of  the  expenditure  incurred 
in  regard  to  this  property. 


I could  not  help  reflecting  after  the  case  was  over,  that  the 
cost  to  the  Brewery  Co.  of  providing  a dustbin  at  this  house  would 
have  been  considerably  less  than  the  costs  incurred  in  taking 
court  proceedings,  since  the  decision  of  the  Justices  in  this  matter 
by  no  means  established  the  precedent  that  all  tenants  of  the 
Company’s  houses  must  provide  their  own  dustbins. 

One  hears  occasionally  of  the  dustbin  man  being  accused  of 
damaging  bins.  Is  this  to  be  wondered  at  when  one  considers  that 
on  occasions  three  men  are  required  to  lift  a dustbin  because  it  is 
mainly  full  of  stones — or  bats  as  they  are  commonly  called — which 
have  been  delivered  with  the  coal.  But  take  a look  round  our 
streets  when  colliers’  coal  has  been  delivered  and  witness  the 
amount  of  stone  which  is  eventually  segregated  from  the  loads. 
All  this  then  finds  its  way  into  the  dustbin  and  has  to  be  dealt  with 
by  the  public  cleansing  service.  Hence  there  is  still  a great  need 
for  better  quality  and  cleaner  coal. 
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There  is  a need  too  for  cleaner  dustbins,  and  here  I would 
appeal  to  the  housewife  to  keep  the  contents  of  the  dustbin  dry. 
This  not  only  prolongs  the  life  of  the  bin,  and  is  more  hygienic, 
but  also  makes  less  work  for  the  collectors. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. — The  disposal  of  household  refuse  is  by 
means  of  controlled  tipping,  three  tips  in  all  being  used. 

Despite  some  apprehension  on  the  part  of  nearby  residents, 
controlled  tipping  at  the  Codnor  Recreation  Ground  continued 
throughout  the  year  without  any  cause  for  complaints.  This  tip 
is  consistently  free  from  rats  and  the  early  treatment  during  the 
month  of  April,  with  Gammexane  Dust,  completely  obviated  any 
nuisance  arising  from  crickets.  There  is  enough  tipping  space 
here  to  last  about  another  year  and  it  will  be  extremely  hard  to 
find  other  land  for  this  purpose  in  the  Codnor  area. 

Since  controlled  tipping  at  the  Cromford  Road  site  will  have 
been  completed  by  the  time  this  report  is  printed,  it  is  perhaps 
opportune  to  consider  whether  the  need  of  the  whole  district 
could  not  be  served  better  and  cheaper  by  having  one  controlled 
tip.  Mechanisation  could,  and  should,  play  a greater  part  in  our 
disposal  methods,  more  especially  so  if  it  is  decided  at  some  future 
date  to  use  only  one  site  for  controlled  tipping. 

For  this  purpose  consideration  might  be  given  to  the  use  of 
Commonside  tip,  since  the  ground  available  is  still  considerable.

When  considering  the  above  Cost  Statement,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  a capital  expenditure  of  £1,002  (item  4)  was 
incurred  in  culverting  one-hundred  yards  of  the  brook  course 
at  Commonside  tip. 


SALVAGE. 

It  was  obvious  to  all  that  the  high  prices  obtained  during 
1951  for  all  grades  of  waste  paper,  could  not  long  continue.  Hence, 
the  rapid  decline  in  such  prices  during  the  year  under  review 
came  as  no  surprise.  For  example,  where  the  price  of  mixed  waste 
paper  in  December,  1951,  was  £16  per  ton,  successive  reductions 
in  April,  May  and  July,  reduced  this  amount  to  £7/  10/Od.  per  ton. 

With  the  reduction  in  prices  also  came  the  limitation  of 
supplies  to  the  Mills,  by  the  introduction  of  the  quota  system — 
our  quota  being  13  tons  of  mixed  waste  paper  per  month.  This,  of 
necessity,  called  for  some  reduction  in  the  scope  of  collections  and 
hence  most  of  the  waste  paper  arriving  at  the  tips  had  to  be  burnt. 

Naturally  the  income  derived  from  salvage  was  reduced 
accordingly,  and  in  considering  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  was  a reduction  to  the  extent  of  £732/ 10/ 1 Od.  when  compared 
with  the  ye : rly  total  for  1951. 

The  collection  of  textiles  showed  an  appreciable  increase 
during  the  year  and  proved  a very  satisfactory  source  of  income. 

It  was  thought  at  one  time  that  the  salvaging  of  tins  from  the 
three  controlled  tips  had  been  satisfactorily  solved,  in  as  much  as 
arrangements  were  made  with  a merchant  to  undertake  regular 
collections.  The  latter,  however,  proved  to  be  few  and  far  between 
and  eventually  finished  altogether. 

A separate  collection  of  waste  paper  salvage,  etc.,  is  under- 
taken, employing  a lorry  and  two  men  (including  the  driver), 
from  shops  and  business  premises,  etc.,  on  Monday,  Tuesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday  afternoon  each  week. 

Collection  of  salvage  is  also  carried  out  by  the  three  refuse 
collection  gangs  during  the  course  of  their  normal  duties,  each 
lorry  having  a special  detachable  rack  holding  three  canvas  sacks, 
fixed  to  the  rear  doors.

Income  from  the  conveniences  increased  to  the  extent  of 
£l3/8/5d.,  when  compared  with  last  year’s  receipts. 

Weighing  machines  are  installed  in  Mayfield  Avenue  ; Market 
Place,  Codnor  ; and  Langley  Mill,  public  conveniences,  and  a 
rental  of  £31  per  year  is  paid  by  a Leicester  firm  for  the  privilege. 

The  new  public  conveniences  at  Milnhay  Road,  Langley  Mill, 
were  completed  during  the  month  of  June.  Before  many  weeks 
had  passed,  chain  pulls  had  been  stolen  from  the  flushing  cisterns, 
a stopper  from  the  wash-hand  basin  and  even  part  of  a chromium 
tap  had  disappeared. 

The  provision  of  new  public  conveniences  at  the  Market 
Place,  Heanor,  is  an  urgent  necessity.  It  is  hoped  that  building 
operations  will  at  least  have  started  before  the  close  of  1953.

Treatment  of  the  sewers  was,  of  course,  also  carried  out 
during  the  months  of  February  and  March.  The  results  obtained 
from  both  treatments  emphasised  the  fact  that  the  sewer  rat 
population  in  this  district  is  relatively  low.  Sewer  treatments  are 
undertaken  at  intervals  of  six  months. 

One  part-time  Rodent  Operative,  Mr.  F.  Green,  is  employed, 
and  regular  systematic  inspections  and  treatments,  where  necessary, 
are  undertaken  at  all  properties  owned  by  the  Council,  including 
Council  house  estates,  controlled  tips,  sev/age  works,  depots, 
etc.  Private  dwelling-houses  are  treated  free  of  charge. 

The  consistent  use  of  Warfarin  in  dealing  with  infestations 
of  mice,  has  convinced  me  that  this  poison  is  the  best  weapon 
we  have  yet  had  for  the  effective  extermination  of  this  species  of 
rodent. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Divisional  Rodent 
Officer,  Mr.  Mead,  my  appreciation  of  his  ready  co-operation 
during  the  year.

As  stated  in  the  introduction  to  my  report,  a concerted  effort 
was  made  to  inspect  all  food  premises  in  the  district  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  At  the  outset,  I would  like  to  pay  tribute 
to  Mr.  E.  Wheeler,  your  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the 
efficient- manner  in  which  he  undertook  the  bulk  of  the  survey.

It  is  said  that  “familiarity  breeds  contempt”  and  this  ex- 
pression could  perhaps  be  aptly  applied  to  those  proprietors  who 
had  become  so  “familiar”  with  the  dingy  and  dismal  appearance 
of  their  shop  walls  and  ceilings  that  they  failed  to  realise  the  need 
for  having  complete  redecoration  carried  out.  It  was  only  necessary 
to  point  out  this  need  and  ready  co-operation  was  forthcoming. 

During  an  inspection  of  a certain  general  store  the  “picture” 
from  the  customers  side  of  the  counter  was  one  of  orderly  neat- 
ness, cleanliness  and  goods  attractively  displayed.  From  behind 
the  counter  the  view  was  less  encouraging  for  floor  sweepings 
had  been  merely  pushed  under  the  bottom  shelves  and  a con- 
siderable quantity  of  coal  was  stored  under  the  counter  ! ! 

A great  deal  of  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the 
satisfactory  repair  of  a certain  bakehouse  in  this  district,  together 
with  an  improvement  in  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises. 
Work  in  excess  of  the  capacity  of  the  bakehouse  and  the  employees 
was  undertaken  with  the  consequent  result  that  insufficient 
attention  was  paid  to  the  hygiene  of  production,  and  only  sporadic 
attempts  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  your  Health 
Department  in  regard  to  structural  repairs  and  alterations. 
Finally,  service  of  notice  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  convinced 
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the  proprietor  concerned  that  the  patience,  forebearance  and  the 
numerous  visits  and  interviews  necessary  over  a series  of  months, 
were  by  no  means  signs  of  weakness  but  rather  the  “mailed  fist 
in  the  velvet  glove.”

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  hygienic  quality  of 
the  milk  produced  within  the  district  but  a deterioration  in  that 
produced  outside  the  district. 

More  samples  than  ever  before  have  been  taken  for  biological 
examination,  and  as  can  be  seen  from  the  above  tables,  one  sample 
of  milk  produced  within  the  district  was  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli.  On  receiving  this  information  immediate  steps  were  taken 
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to  prohibit  the  sale  of  raw  milk  from  the  farm  in  question,  and 
arrangements  made  to  divert  the  supply  for  pasteurisation.  Sub- 
sequently the  infected  cow  was  isolated  and  slaughtered.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  County  Analyst,  has 
kindly  supplied  particulars  of  samples  taken  in  this  district  on  behalf 
of  the  County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 

Eighty-nine  samples,  including  forty-five  milks,  were  taken 
during  the  year. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  deficient  in  fat.  These  were  both 
from  one  vendor,  who  was  cautioned. 

Two  samples  of  Compound  Codeine  Tablets — an  informal 
followed  by  a formal  sample — were  deficient  in  Phenacetin  and 
Codeine  and  the  manufacturers  were  cautioned. 

The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory.

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Suitable  posters  were  obtained  from  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  and  displayed  on  the  Empire  Marketing 
Boards. 
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WELFARE  OF  OLD  PEOPLE. 


As  the  years  pass  by,  the  welfare  of  old  people  becomes  of 
major  importance  since  medical  science  gradually  increases  the 
expectation  of  life.  Yet,  of  what  use  will  it  be  to  many  if  in  living 
longer  they  avoid  the  onset  of  disease  or  infirmity  only  to  become 
stricken  with  loneliness,  boredom,  and  the  feeling  that  they  have 
only  survived  to  be  “in  the  way.” 

Longfellow  in  his  poem  Morituri  Salutamus,  said  : 

“For  age  is  opportunity  no  less 

Than  Youth  itself,  though  in  another  dress.” 


Provide  then  the  “opportunity”  and  the  aged  will  not  be 
slow  to  prove  their  usefulness  ; to  prove  that  they  too  can  still 
make  a real  contribution  to  life.  The  year  under  review  saw 
active  steps  taken  to  achieve  this  end. 

In  January,  a public  meeting  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Heanor,  in  order  that  a Provisional  Committee  might  be  elected 
to  consider  the  formation  of  a Welfare  Committee.  To  this  meeting 
came  delegates  from  thirty-three  local  organisations.  Subsequently 
the  Heanor  Urban  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  was 
formed,  having  as  its  Chairman  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  and 
your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  as  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

This  Committee  met  once  a month  during  the  year  and  much 
useful  work  was  accomplished. 

Because  of  the  rather  scattered  nature  of  the  district  together 
with  the  fact  that  the  “old  parochial  spirit”  is  by  no  means  like 
the  Dodo — dead,  it  was  thought  best  that  each  ward  in  the  area 
should  have  its  own  Social  Centre  for  old  people.  Much  time  was, 
therefore,  devoted  by  the  Committee  to  choosing  suitable  sites  on 
which  to  erect  such  premises.  Whilst  this  presented  not  a few 
difficulties,  the  greatest  stumbling  block  of  all  proved  to  be  the 
finding  of  suitable  ways  and  means  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to 
finance  the  erection  of  social  centres.  This  problem  still  remained 
largely  unsolved  as  the  year  came  to  a close. 

In  order  to  raise  funds,  flag  days  were  held  on  the  18th  and 
19th  July,  and  the  sum  of  £66/9/7d.  was  collected. 
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Through  the  kindness  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Marlpool  Cong- 
regational Church,  accommodation  was  provided  for  use,  one 
afternoon  each  week,  as  a social  centre  for  old  folks — and  so  the 
Marlpool  Darby  and  Joan  Club  came  into  being. 

From  the  very  outset,  this  club  has  flourished  and  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so  because  of  the  excellent  spirit  of  fellowship  and 
helpfulness  which  pervades  its  members  and  all  connected  with 
it.  Some  eighty  members  now  meet  once  a week  and  enjoy  good 
fellowship  and  interesting  social  activities. 

I am  sure  that  in  due  course  each  ward  will  have  a Social 
Centre  for  Old  People,  but  at  the  same  time  feel  that  this  fine 
ideal  could  be  more  readily  achieved  if  only  local  branches  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Old  Age  Pensions  Associations,  would  view 
with  less  suspicion  the  earnest  endeavours  of  the  Council  and  the 
Urban  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  to  achieve  this 
end.
